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Students Clash 


With Police in 
New ROK Riots 


SEOUL (AP)—Students by the thousands hurled 
rocks and slogans at the police in three South Korean 


cities Monday in defiance 


demonstrations. 

At least a dozen persons were 
reported injured in sporadic 
scuffies between police and stu- 


dents in Seoul, Pusan and 
Chongju. 

The unbroken wave of 
anti - Government demonstra- 


tions, now in its second week, 
posed a growing crisis for Presi- 
dent Rhee’s Govern- 
ment, which the students ac 
cused of rigging the March 15 
elections, 


Seven ministers of Rhee’s 
Cabinet met in an emergency 
session to discuss the turbulent 
situation. Although the unpre- 
cedented student marches were 
declared illegal, Officials were 
reluctant to order new harsh 
measures by police, who were 

accused of brutality during a 
series of election day riots at 
Masan, 220 miles south of Seoul. 


In Seoul, several thousand 
boys with towels tied over their 
foreheads poured from the cam- 
pus of Korea University and bat- 
tled through small police lines 
to reach the downtown district. 

Five hundred squatted until 
night on the pavement before 
the National Assembly  de- 
nouncing the election and de- 
manding release of comrades 
arrested on the march. 

Police cordoned off the squat- 
ters from thousands of citizens 
and townspeople trying to join 
the collegians, temporarily turn- 
ing the plaza facing the Assem- 
bly and City Hall into a no 
man’s land. 

Stoning mounted police who 
tried to force them back, hun- 
dreds of younger high school 
boys at dusk broke through the 
lines and swarmed across the 
plaza to join the original de- 
mongstrators. 

The four-and-a-half hour sit- 
down ended after the crowd 
had swollen to 3,000 and heard 
Lee Chul Soon, Opposition Dem- 
ocratic Assemblyman, declare 
in a speech that their acts were 
entirely legal and there would 
be more demonstrations in the 
days to come. 

Joined by of towns- 
people, the students then march- 
ed through the streets chanting 
anti-Government slogans and 
blocking evening traffic. 

In Pusan, 1,300 high school 
boys stoned policemen, smash- 
ed windshields of fire engines 
and injured two officers before 
they were dispersed with tear 
gas and warning shots. 

In Chongju, 70 miles south- 
east of Seoul, 1,000 boys from 
three high schools hurled rocks 
at police for an hour and re- 
portedly were stoned in return 
by officers under orders not to 
fire their carbines. 

Seoul demonstrators insisted 
to newsmen they had no leaders 
and were acting spontaneously, 
with only guidance of regular 
student leaders.

But they defied him when he 
asked them to disband the de.

Asked to comment on Gov- 
ernment charges that Commu- 
nist agents may be fomenting 
the anti-Government feeling, a 
Korean University coed replied, 
“No greatet mistake could be 
made. This is just our pent-up 
hatred of the elections.” 

Newsmen asked students 
whether the demonstration was 
directed against Rhee himself 
and how they regard the &835- 
year-old President. 

“He is a national hero, but 
ae should be retired,” said one 
ad. 

“President Rhee doesn’t know 
the truth of the election. . . 
bis eyes are clouded by the flat- 
tery of the people around him 
. «+ he has old ideas eee . were 
some other answers. 

Press reports said Seoul po- 
lice briefly held 73 Korea Uni- 
versity students but released 
them all in response to the de- 
mands of demonstrators at the 
Assembly Building.

ance of power will be 
against the United States 
and that will pose a very 
dangerous position for my 
country.”

Tito Calls for Curbs on 


BELGRADE (AP)—President 
Josip Broz Tito Monday said 
that there is still a considerable 
number of adherents of the cold 
war and war adventures dnd 
asked that they be curbed in 
order that a new war be pre- 
vented, 

Tito evidently had in mind 
West Germany. Without nam- 
ing it, he demandetl the curb- 
ing of “those who at present 
are following the steps of those 
dark powers who 20 years ago 
provoked humanity to the big- 
gest catastrophe in its history.” 

Tito warned, “It could be very 
light-minded to pass over such 
provoking facts as the recent 
negotiations of German mill- 
tarists with the Franco Govern- 
ment on military bases in Spain 
and other similar actions which 
endanger the peace.” 

He spoke at the Congress of 
the Socialistic Alliance of Work- 
ing People of Yugoslavia—a peo- 
ple's front type of Communist-

Prominently absent were

Communists. 

The congress opened at the 
large trade unions hall with Tito 
as the main speaker. His speech 
of more than 30,000 words was 
chiefly on the progress of Yugo- 
slavia and on future tasks.

The Yugoslav President, re- 
ferring to what he termed “ar- 
tificially inseminating of dis- 
agreement among the Arabian 
countries,” said the major ques- 
tion of Arab refugees and “the 
consequence of _aggression on 
Egypt have not been set aside.” 

Tito hailed Soviet Premier 
Nikita Khrushchev for his dis- 
armament, proposal and hoped 
it would be accepted. 

He told the congress the new 
five-year plan on development 
of Yugoslavia is being prepared 
and promised it will contribute 
to a fast improvement of the 
standard of living of the popul-

Management has succeeded in 
putting nearly 1,600 miners back 
to work since it decided to r 
sume mining operations. 

At present, 604 workers are 
working in the Mikawa pits, 
660 in Yotsuyama and 335 in 
the Miyaura pits. They produce 
an average of 1,000 tons of coal 
a day. Management wants to 
increase it to 2,000-2,500 tons. 

The Miike Colliery obviously 
took advantage of the unpre- 
paredness of the pickets to put 
the splinter unionists back to 
work at Mikawa yesterday. 

A leader of the first union 
said: his group has no intention 
of countering “force with force,” 
but that management's attempt 
to resume full-scale operations 
will be fought with pickets.

Unity of the Mitsui Coal 
Mine Workers Unions (Sanko- 
ren) was broken yesterday 
when the Mitsui Miike Colliery 
union quit the federation. 

The Miike union has been 
waging a protracted strike over 
company plans to reduce the 
labor force in the face of the 
industry-wide slump.

“I am an advocate for strong

Second Well 
Strikes Oil in 
Persian Gulf 


The second offshore oil well 
of the Arabia Oil Co. has struck 
oil in the Persian Gulf, the com- 
pany announced yesterday. 


The report from the drilling 
area in neutral waters between 
Saudi Arabia and Kuwait reach- 
ed the firm’s Tokyo headquar- 
ters yesterday. .It said the well 
struck oil at a depth of 1,600 
meters and is capable of pro- 
ducing more than 1,000 - kilo- 
liters of oil daily. 


The new well is about four 
kilometers from the company’s 
first well, which struck oil Janu- 
ary 2 at.a point some 45 kilo- 
meters offshore. This well now 
produces about 1,000 kiloliters 
of oil daily. 

Drilling of a third well in the 
area will begin immediately, a 
company spokesman said. He 
said the company will add an- 
other floating platform and dril- 
ling rig to its equipment in the 
area in June. 

Drilling of a fourth and fifth 
wells should start at that time, 
he said. The company hopes to 
drill 12 or 13 wells by the end 
of next March. 

The spdékesman said _ ship- 
ments of oil to Japan will begin 
early next year, after temporary 
oil storage facilities have been 
completed in the area.

of the Kabuki dance, maintain- 
ing itself primarily as a dance 
for the “zashiki” or tatami- 
floored formal Japanese room 
than for the stage. 

The Inoue dance incorporates 
into the original Kyoto dance 
the austere dignity of the Noh; 
and although it has strictly

kept itself a dance to be per- 
formed’ by women (as against 
the Kabuki dance being prima- 
rily for male performers), it is 
paradoxically less sinuous in 
style, more severely masculine 
in its dignity.

“lemoto” Haruko at the time 
she is a crotchety and can- 
tankerous old woman of 83, 
whose fearful tantrumlike de- 
mands at  practicetime are 
enough to shake fear into even 
the most experienced old hands, 
let alone the 15-year-old girl 
Aiko, former. “maiko-san,” who 
has been taken into the house 
as “uchi-deshi,” a live-in dance 
pupil. 

This is the girl that is to see 
to the needs of her teacher for 
nearly two decades after that, 
until Haruko dies at the an- 
client age of 101. And this is 
the girl that has become the 
current Yachivo Inoue, who in 


1957 was named to the Gel- 
jutsu-in, the honorary Arts 
Academy. ‘.

Basic Stances and How to Use Them 


oe 


EPS 
After you have become pro- 
ficient at golf, you learn to 
use varying stances to fit cer- 
tain = situations. Basically, 
there are three golfing stances: 
the regular or square stance; 
the closed stance; and the 
open stance. The closed and 
, open stances are both shown 
In today’s illustration. 


The lines shown near my 
feet in the illustration repre- 
sent, the intended line of flight 
for the ball, as do the arrow- 
ed lines through the balls. 

. Although these lines may be 
widely separated, you can 
readily see that the variation 
in the flight path would be 
negligible after the ball had 
traveled, say, 200 yards. But 
the type of stance used will 
determine the ball’s direction. 


In the closed stance, as you 
can see, the right foot is 
drawn back slightly from the 
intended flight path. This 
promotes a hooking action on 
the ball’s flight. In the open 
stance it’s the left foot that’s 
drawn back—producing a 


slice or fadeaway shot. 

For most full shots, I use 
the regular or square shot, 
with both feet toeing the ima- 
ginary flight line. Assuming 
the rest of your motions to 
be correct, this stance pro 
duces those crisp, clean shots

The Japan Coal Mine Work- 
ers Union (Tanro) should be 
warned to exercise utmost cau- 
tion in preventing violence in 
the current dispute at the Miike 
Colliery of the Mitsui Mining 
Co. It is the responsibility of 
Tanro leaders to prevent the 
recurrence of bloody clashes at 
the colliery as they decided 
Sunday to reject the mediation 
offer presented by the Central 
Labor Relations Commission. 
Tanro and the No. 1 Union of 
the Miike Mine are urged not 
to resort to actions inducing 
further outbreaks of bloodshed 
at the mines. Things are going

Growing Female Population GOP Weapon 


For the Democrats 
certain unpleasant facts are all 
too clear: 


For many years-.each succes- 
sive Presidential election has 
seen more ahd more women 
voting. For example, 39 per 
cent more women voted in 1952 
than in 1948, as against only 16 
per cent more men. In 1948 
women made up 46 per cent of 
the Republican vote; in 1952 
they made up 52 per cent; in 
1956 they made up 52.5 per 
cent. 


Already, therefore, Republi- 
can women have been outvoting 


Republican men in that party. 
Moreover, in all recent history 
the “women’s vote” has been 


more and more Republican. In 
1952, according to figures based 
on surveys by the nonpartisan 
American Heritage Foundation, 
women represented 465 per 
cent of the total vote cast for 
Democratic candidate Adlai E. 
Stevenson and 51.9 per cent of 
the total vote cast for Republi- 
can Dwight D. Eisenhower. In 
1956 women represented 46.2 
per. cent of the Stevenson vote 
and 52.5 per cent of the Eisen- 
hower vote. 


To put it another way, an es- 
timated 12,700,000 women voted 
for Stevenson in 1952 against 
17,600,000 for Eisenhower. In 
1956 the total women’s vote for 
Stevenson dropped to 12 million 
while that for Eisenhower rose 
to 18,700,000. And in 1956 wom- 
en came within an inch of cast- 
ing as large a grand total vote 
—that is, in both parties—as the 
men. The grand total female 


vote was estimated by the 
Gallup at 30,700,000; the male 
vote at 30,900,000, 

Now, the latest census figures 
put the adult female popula- 
tion for this year at 55,661,000 
as against a male population of 
52,378,000. And the future gets 
tougher for man the farther 
the Census Bureau looks into it. 
In 1970 adult females will out- 
number males by 4,668,000; in 
1980 by 5,454,000, 

Women ‘thus could be. de- 
scribed as the most profoundly 
unsecret (and unquiet) weapon 
of the GOP for this Novem- 
ber—and for later. To sharpen 
up this already sharp weapon 
was the purpose of Mrs. Clare 
B. Williams, the Republican Na- 
tional Committee's female chief, 
in the eighth annual Republican 
Women’s Conference which 
brought 2,000 GOP women 
here for partisan basic training 
from April 2—5. 

The Democrats have a very 
savvy ladies’ chairman, too, in 
Mrs. Katie Louchheim. There is 
no doubt, however, that the fun- 
damental Democratic problem 
today is to find a way to 
appeal to more women—who on 
the whole seem to prefer the 
more-or-less conservatism of the 
Republicans to the more-or-less 
liberalism of the Democrats. 

Maybe there is one other 
point. too. This correspondent 
has long suspected—and never 

roved—that the fact the G.O.P. 
s usually considered more de- 
sirable socially has not done the 
GOP any harm with the ladies.

Changing Burma 


Japanese in Service 


This is the fourth and last in- 
Sstallment of a report on Burma 
by Minoru Shimizu, Japan Times 
correspondent, who has just re- 
turned from a two-weeks visit 
at the invitation of the Burmese 
Government.—Editor

Wherever I went in Burma 
-—Government offices, military 
instaVations, public buildings 
and ever. private homes—I was 
greeted by a portrait or two of 
the late Gen. Aung San. He is 
held in high esteem throughout 
the nation as the “Father of 
Burmese Liberation.” 


In the eastern part of 
Rangoon there is a mausoleum 
dedicated to this national hero 
who died for his country. 
Buried here together with him 
are the eight fighters for in- 
dependence who shared the fate 
of their brave leader. 


Many political and military 
leaders active today, including 
U Nu, U Ba Swe and Gen. Ne 
Win, were guided by Aung San, 
who banded them into the Anti- 
Fascist People’s Freedom 
League (AFPFL) and who 
literally sacrificed his life in 
resisting Japanese militarism 
and later in gaining indepen- 
dence from Britain. 


On July 19, 1947, Aung San 
met in a government office with 
seven Cabinet ministers and two 
secretaries to study plans for 
freeing the nation from Brit- 
ish domination. Then, suddenly 
a group of extreme rightists 
broke into the room and show- 
ered the 10 conferees with a 
barrage of machinegun fire. It 
is said that 20 bullets were ex- 
tracted from the body of the 
32-yearold leader of independ- 
ence, 


The Burmese people are fond 
of telling this story. They are 
proud that the blood of Gen, 
Aung San runs in their veins. 


Ironically, it was the Japa- 
nese Army that first guided 
Aung San’s independence army 
in-matters of military strategy. 
One of the instructors was 
Hachiro Takahashi, who today 
works for the Burmese Defense 
Ministry and lives just like the 
Burmese do, 


In January 1941, Takahashi 
and several other officers of the 
Japanese Army slipped into the 
country at the order of the Im- 
perial Government in order 
incite an anti-British campaign 
among the Burmese and make 
it possible to occupy the coun- 
try without bloodshed after 
eliminating British influence. 

From Burma’s army of inde- 
pendence, Takahashi and the 
other Japanese selected 30 pro- 
mising officers, gave them in- 
tensive training on the island 
of Hainan, and sent them home 
as fully qualified rebel leaders. 
Later, as the Burmese became 
aware of the design of the Ja- 
panese Government, they turned. 
against Japan and started an 
anti-Japanese movement. 

Takahashi stayed behind even 
after Japan’s surrender and this 
time led the Burmese officers in 
a “real” struggle for independ- 
ence. : 

Between this Japanese “foster 
father” of Burma's army of in- 
dependence and Gen. Ne Win, 
as well as chief of Army, Aung 
Gye; there developed a truly 
friendly relationship. 

A Japanese resident in Ran- 

n called Takahashi’ the 
‘strong man” behind the Bur- 
mese defense force. As a mat- 
ter of fact I was told by a Jap- 
anese trade representative here 
that Takahashi had solved for 
him a difficult problem, one 
which the Japanese Enbassy in 
Rangoon was unable to do any- 
thing about. 

Takahashi accompanied us 
throughout our entire tour of 
Burma and took excellent care 
of us. It was my greatest re- 
gret that I failed to find a

chance to ask him how he had 
nurtured the Burmese army of 
independence. 

Asked if he had any inten- 
tion of returning to Japan, his 
motherland, Takahashi replied, 
“How could I make a living 
now in Japan?” He seemed de- 
termined in making Burma his 
home, 


Chieko Kajiwara is another 
Japanese who has made up her 
mind to devote her life to Bur- 
ma. This 23-year-old Shikoku 
native is now the wife of Tin 
Tin Thal, a Burmese agricul- 
tural leader of Yamethin in 
central Burma. She married 
Thai last July in Rangoon after 
three years of courtship. The 
story of their international mar- 
riage created a sensation when 
published in a Japanese wom- 
en's magazine last fall. 


The two first met in July 
1956 when Thal was a student 
at the Tokyo Agricultural Uni- 
versity and she was studying at 
a Tokyo women’s university. 

As the love between the two 
youths blossomed, her parents 
in Shikoku expressed strong op- 
position to the idea of an inter- 
national marriage. Thal visited 
her parents a number of times 
to persuade them to give their 
consent to the marriage, which 
he finally won after almost two 
years of determined effort. 

Thal is now making a great 
effort for the betterment. of 
Burmese agriculture through 
diversified farming and im- 
proved strains of rice. Quite 
dissatisfied with the present 
standard of agricultural techni- 
ques in Burma, he is propagat- 
ing the advanced agricultural 
techniques he learned in Japan. 
Mrs. Kajiwara is helping her 
husband diligently in working 
for the improvement of Bur- 
mese agriculture. 

The only thing she complains 
about now is that she is getting 
stout since coming to Burma. 
“I keep putting on more and 
more weight, since life here is 
not as rigorous as it is in Japan 
where I had a time of it going 
through a variety of prepara- 
tions to become a housewife,” 
she said with a smile, radiant 
in her Burmese clothes, 

Toshishige Kambe is another 
Japanese resident in Burma 
whom we met. He, unlike 
Takahashi and Mrs, Kajiwara, 
does not wish to end his days 
here. Kambe has been engaged 
to train farmers in the state of 
Kayah for a four-year program. 
Irrigation and the proper use of 
fertilizers are his specialities. 

“In a fertile place like the 
state of Kayah,” he said, “farm- 


ers have only to think about 


irrigation and fertilizers to in- 
crease production. Nature will 
take care of the rest.” 

Although Kambe’s ideas are 
simple and natural they never- 
theless appear complicated to 
the native farmers who have 
cultivated their fields haphaz- 
ardiy for centuries. In order 


to help them raise their living 
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matsu plant are busy building 
on the outskirts of. Mandalay. 


standard, Kambe has concentrat- 
ed his effort in teaching them 
modern methods for cultivating 
rice, coffee, peanuts, and espe- 
cially fruit, such as oranges. 


He estimated that their 
monthly income could easily be 
doubled from the present aver- 
age of 60-70 kyat (¥4,200 to 
¥4,900 or, $12 to $14) if new 
methods were adopted. This 
was domonstrated by the fact 
that a farmer earned as much 
as 2,000 kyat (¥140,000 or 
$389) a year after adopting 
Kambe's expert advice on im- 
proving 100 orange trees about 
his home. 

Kambe, however, Said dis- 
appointedly that very few farm- 
ers in Burma think it necessary 
to save money for an emergen- 
cy or to improve their time- 
honored farming methods which 
provide them with only a mea- 
ger harvest. This was accounted 
for. to a considerable extent, by 
the usual abundance provided 
by the excellent natural en- 
vironment of Burma, he said.

African Tide 


NEW YORK (UPI)—The Wall 
Street Journal said the outlook 
in South Africa “seems hopeless 
indeed.” 

“A small white minority, and 
particularly a small white Afri- 
kaner minority, is struggling to 
remain supreme over a biack 
majority, and trying to do it on 
the basis of force—such a strug- 
gie is a struggle against the 
forces of history,” it said. 


“We do not say that the tide 
which is sweeping independence 
into Africa and Asia is neces- 
sarily good. Indeed, the pros- 
pects for real democracy are 
dim, as some of the newly in- 
dependent states are already 
proving; an independent native 
government can be just as 
tyrannical as the worst colonial 
regime, and is likely to be 
tyrannical when the majority is 
poor and illiterate. 

“The point is simply that this 
nationalist sweep is happen- 
ing, and at an accelerating 
rate—who would have believed, 
a few years ago, that the Beligi- 
an Congo would be independent 
by the summer of 1960? And as 
a generalization, the white na- 
tions or groups that have come 
out best are those that have 
made their peace with the re- 
alities. Britain’s departure 
from India, and its high esteem 
in that nation, is a notable ex- 
ample; in contrast is the mess 
in Algeria. 

“It may be possible for the 
extreme nationalist Afrikaners 
to hang on for quite a while yet, 
if they resort to total repression 
such as the Communists used in 
Hungary. ' 

“But even if they are tempera- 
mentally capable of doing that, 
they will run into still another 
force—the not so nebulous 
force of world opinion.” 


Nasser’s Word 


NEW YORK (UP) — The 
New York Journal-American, 
a Hearst newspaper, in an 
editorial headed “1960 Capt. 
Kidd,” commented on the un- 
loading of an Israeli cargo from 


; a Greek ship that had been de- 


tained four months at the Suez 
Canal. 

It noted that United Nations 
Secretary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold had “issued a new re- 
buke to Egypt for violating the 
principles upheld by United Na- 
tions.” 

“Hammarskjold might well 
have added that the seizure of 
the cargo is in direct violation 
of international law, of the Suez 
Canal convention and of the 
pledged word of Egypt's Gamal 
Abdel Nasser, President of the 
United Arab Republic,” it said. 

“Nasser’s word was given to 
the secretary general personal- 
ly several months ago when he 
stipulated that Israeli cargoes 
aboard foreign vessels would 
not be stopped if they were 
fo.b. This cargo was in com- 
pliance but it was seized any- 
way. In fact the ship was held 


it was not as a military under- 
taking but as an expression of 
nationalism and self-<determina- 
tion ‘such as has swept most of 
the former colonial world. And 
when the present FLN leader- 
ship seems more concerned with 
perpetuating its own role and 
transforming itself into the 
new Algerian governing class 
than ‘with taking the steps that 
can lead to seif-determination, 
outsiders may be pardoned for 
doubting both the motives and 
direction of the rebellion. An 
Algeria that is genuinely free 
and devoted to the betterment 
of the masses can hardly be. the 
primary objective of those who 
invite Red Chinese soldiers to 
water the tree of liberty.” 


Princess Margaret 


BONN (Kyodo-Reuter) — The 
Frankfurt evening newspaper 
Abendpoest said “Britain's Prin- 
cess 
tune that everything she does 
causes a stir.” 

Commenting on reports that 
some of Europe's Royalty would 
not come to the wedding, Abend- 
post said: “Perhaps she (Prin- 
cess Margaret) is not even in- 
terested whether the neighbor- 
ing Royal Families turn up in 
pomp and great numbers. 

“This is probably the only 
correct attitude: he who does 
not wish to come to the wed- 
ding should stay away. 

“Whether the bridgegroom is 
the son of a King or a simple 
photographer — what does it 
matter if it concerns the happi- 
ness of a woman who has had 
to live through many disap- 
pointments.” 


Atomic Weapons 


SINGAPORE (AP)—The 
Straits Times accused President 
Carlos P. Garcia of “pursuing 
contradictory policies” in invit- 
ing the U.S. to station atomic 
weapons in the Philippines. 

“The Philippines is enthusias- 
tically supporting the Federa- 
tion of Malaya in preparing the 
way for a grouping of Southeast 
Asian countries under SEAFET 
(Southeast Asian Friendship 
and Economic Treaty),” the 
paper said. 

“The countries so far inter- 
ested are all anti-Communist 
and this has created suspicion 
in Burma and. Indonesia.” 

The Straits Times admitted 
SEAFET would be nonmilitary 
and mnonpolitical, and _ there 
would be no rational connection 
between the Philippines’ domes- 
tic and external affiliations. 

But, the newspaper added, 
“the fact remains that these 
suspicions exist, and if the Phil- 
ippine Government wants to al- 
lay them, it should not allow 
atomic weapons to as- 
sociated with its name.”

This problem has been the 
subject of innumerable discus- 
sions between the two coun- 
tries. Despite strong present- 
ments by Japanese authorities, 
the Burmefe Government has 


rather hesttated to grant the’ 


requested rights on the ground 
that this matter is also closely 
related to the problems of na- 
tionals of other foreign coun- 
tries who came to Burma from 
India and Thailand. 

The Burmese Government has 
gone so far as to accede to 
Japan's request providing the 
Japanese immigrant farmers set- 
tle only in the southern part 
of the country. The Japanese 
authorities, in turn, desire 
broader and more _ concrete 
guarantees of security for its 
farmers moving to Burma than 
have as yet been proffered by 
the Burmese Government. 

Most of the Japanese farm 
consultants now serving for 
short terms in Burma are rath- 
er critical of the rigid stand. 
taken by the Japanese Govern- 
ment and would prefer seeing 
it take a more flexible attitude. 

Regardless of such problems 
and disagreements, strong bonds 
of friendship are gradually be- 
ing forged between these two 
Asian nations thanks to the 
sincere efforts of those Japanese 
who are now in Burma and 
who number close to 200,
